Boardof education 

The Board of Education met last evening. 
President Sallee in the Chair. Present: Sallee, 
Poyntz, Hutchins. Russell. Nesbitt, Calvert and 
Schwartx. 

The usual salaries of tbe teachers. Secretary 
and Treasurer, together with some claims and 
accounts, were allowed. 

President Sallee called upon Prof. Reynolds 
to state the condition of pupils in Miss Straw- 
der's room. Prof. Reynolds stated that the 
highest enrollment in her room the past four 
months was 7.".. The highest daily attendance 
was f',4. The average daily attendance was 
over ~y>. The Committee having this matter in 
charge asked further time, which was granted, 
the Chairman voting no. It will be rememhen | 
that the Board some time ago reduced the 
number of colored teachers, and President 
Sallee at tbe time predicted that this reduction 
would produce a cr>wdpd condition of pupils in 
that school. The colored people have steadily 
remonstrate! against this condition, but for 
some unexplained reason tbe Board bas per- 
sistently refused to elect another teacher. 

Pending a discussion of non-resident tuition, 
things took a |>ersenal turn and a hot war of 
words followed between Secretary Curran and 
member Schwartz Other members became 
more or less involved in tbe angry debate, and 
it looked for some time like the session was 
bound to end in a scrap. A motion to adjourn 
was haatily carried, but the crimination and re- 
crimination continued until cooler beads sug- 
gested going down the street, which was done. 

The closing session of the Bosrd could not 
be called very brilliant, but it certainly was 
warm enough to Intersst the newspaper report- 
ers. It is a pity that ths patrons of tbe Pub 
lie Schools did not see the Board in session last 
night, aa it would have demonstrated the im 
portance of the public paying closer attention 
to the schools. 

In retiring from the Bosrd of Fducation 
President Sallee claims a large share of credit 
for the following reforms effected during bis 
four years administration- 
First -Tbe consolidation of tbe Girls' High 
School and tbe Boys" High School into one 
school, called ths Maysville High School. 

Second The fixing of a standard of nualfi- 
cation that requires every applicant that ap 
plies for a school to hold a teachers certificate 
from the County or State Board of Examiners, 
aceording to tbe grade taught. 

Third- An uniform course of study for esch 
grade. 

Fourtfc-An uniform list of questions for 
each grade on the final examination at tbe close 
of each term in January and Juno. 

Fifth -Creation of ths office of City Super- 
intendent of Schools. 

Sixth- A four years course of study in the 
High School. 

Seventh -An Adviaory Board for the Colored 
Schools composed of colored men. 

Eighth A general sentiment ia favor of 
making the Public Schools of Maysville good 
for everybody's chiUren.
